itorial Comment 
OOPS! SORRY! 


For vears a great many people have been increas- 
ingly concerned over the bad effects of parental per- 
missiveness; the breakdown of family relationships 
and the growing intransigence of so many young 
people. 

They placed the blame for this inability to be firm 
largely on one person, Dr, Benjamin Spock, the world’s 
most famous baby doctor and author of the baby care 
book that has sold over 22 million copies throughout 
the world. 

They were right, at least in great part. That's the 
surprising admission Dr. Spock himself makes in a 
copyright article in Redbook magazine. 

Lack of firmness in parents, Spock writes, derives 
from fear and guilt and the belief—instilled by the 
experts themselves—that only the experts know for 
sure how to manage children. 

This is “a cruel deprivation” that he along with 
“child psychiatrists, psychologists, teachers, social 
workers and pediatricians” have imposed. on mothers 
and fathers. 

Of course, he explains, they did it “with the best of 
intentions,” believing their talks and articles on child 
rearing would be helpful. 

_ “We didn’t realize until it was too late.” Spock 
admits, “how our know-it-all attitude was undermin- 
ing the self-assurance of parents” by making them 
assume they are starting out “ignorant and incom- 
petent.” 

Dr. Spock is tragically late in admitting the dam- 
age his, and others’ theories have created among par- 
ents and children. But, while we probably won't go all 
the way back to the old “spare the rod. spoil the child” 
family policy, this may clear the way for a gradual 
return to more normal and healthier family relation- 
ships, and a sharp dropoff in adherence to self-dis- 
credited Spockian theories.

PORTERVILLE — Don W. 
Kloppenburg, 39, a developer of 
championship teams at two 
California’ community colleges, 
has been named to the head 


football coaching position at 
Porterville college. 
Kloppenburg, who was 


nominated by a nine-member 
college-wide selection 
committee, from a field of 53 
applicants, was approved for 
employment by. district trustees 
at a meeting last Thursday, and 
was introduced to the 
community at a press conference 
held last Friday morning at the 
Paul Bunyan. 

Although currently employed 
as line coach at the University of 
Texas at El Paso, Kloppenburg 
will spend considerable time in 
the district this spring recruiting 
players for next fall’s Pirate 
football squad, according to Dr. 
O.H. Shires, college president. 

Kloppenburg has an_ eight 
year head-coaching record of 62 
wins, nine losses and two ties, 
including five championships, in 
high school and community 
college ranks. His record in 
college competition is 48 wins, 
six losses, and one tie. 

No newcomer to the. valley 
area, Kloppenburg starred as a 
lineman for Fresno City college 
and in 1954 was named 
all-conference center and junior 
college All-American.

Phony, Pest Control Salesmen 


VISALIA — Elderly residents 
of Tulare county are being 
warned against buying the 
services of door-to-door pest 
control salesmen unless they are 
familiar with their work. 

County Agricultural 
Commissioner Clyde Churchill 
said a band of phony insect 
exterminators has been 
Operating in San Bernardino 
county and State officials fear 
the men and/or their peculiar 
brand of confidence game may 
now be in this area. 

In San Bernardino, three men 
worked the game. One would 
first alarm the householder with 
a declaration that “Your trees 
have red spiders,” or something 
similar. After a cursory “survey” 
to determine the extent of the 
™ “infestation,” the householder 

» would then be let down easily 
with an offer to do the job for 
“discount price.” Job estimates 
| ranged between $15 and $30. 


Time To Cover 
One Mile Is Base 
For Checking Speed 


PORTERVILLE “= 
‘“‘Inaccuracies in passenger 
vehicle speedometers often mean 
a driver isn’t really sure when 
he’s moving 55 miles per 
hour - but there’s an easy way to 
check, “Lt. Jack Thompson, 
commander of the California 
Highway Patrol’s Porterville 
area, said. 

“By driving through a 
measured mile and calculating 
elapsed time, actual speed can be 
determined. The key figure is 65 
seconds; this is how long it takes 
to move one mile at 55 miles per 
hour. If it takes less than 65 
seconds, you are exceeding 55 
miles per hour. 

“Approximately 40 locations 
where measured miles are 
sign-posted exist on California 
state highways in the form of 
odometer checkpoints. But any 
location can be used where two 
landmarks, such as_ freeway 
ramps, are known to be a mile 
apart. 

“Drivers who frequent a given 
stretch of state highway can 
even use mileposts, the small 
black-on-white signs which 
indicate mileage from the 
county line. By identifying two 
posts which are a mile apart, the 
driver can check his speedometer 
the next time he goes through,” 
Thompson said.

“MONTEREY — The 
association representing the 
largest single segment of the 
nation’s sugar beet production 
has announced strong support 
for a continuation of the present 
Sugar program, slated to expire 
at the close of 1974. 

“No piece of farm legislation 
ever ‘devised can. match the 
record of the U.S. Sugar 
program. Change for the sake of 
change is no reason to end a 
program that has worked well 
for 40 years,” said Robert E. 
Hart of Walnut Grove, president 
of the California Beet Growers 
association. 

Meeting in Monterey, the 
board of directors of the 
association that represents 97 
percent of California’s beet 
producers voiced solid support 
for a sixteenth extension of the 
legislation that has governed the 
nation’s sugar production and 
‘distribution since enactment of 
the Jones-Costigan Act of 1934. 

“The basic objectives of the 
sugar program,” Hart said, “was 
to guarantee a plentiful sugar 
supply at reasonable prices for 
the consumer. Forty years of 
records demonstrate this has 
been accomplished.” 

In urging Congress to move 
promptly to renew the Sugar 
program, the CBGA board of 
directors emphasized the 
self-supporting record of the 
farm legislation. 

“On average the taxes 
imposed on sugar sellers create 
income for the federal treasury 
that tops all expenses of the

program’s administration by 
some $20 million a year - well 
over $650 million in all since 
inauguration of the Sugar Act,” 
Malcolm Young, executive 
manager of the association, 
noted. 

While categorically favoring a 
further extension of the Sugar 
act, proposing one to five years 
duration, the grower association 
noted that California’s sugar 
beet production hes suffered a 
marked decline in the face of 
sharply rising prices in other 
commodities. 

“Any formula designed to 
assure continuation of a healthy 
domestic industry must 
recognize the rapid upwatd 
spiral of production costs, as 
well as the competition from 
other crops, generally less costly 
to produce,” said Young. 

Speaking for the CBGA board 
of directors, Hart predicted 
chaotic sugar marketing 
conditions if uncertainty about 
the future of the Sugar program 
continues. 

‘“‘With world demand 
exceeding supply the American 
consumer is being protected 
from sharply higher sugar prices 
only through the continuing 
success of Sugar act provisions. 

“In the interest of consumer 
and industry alike there must be 
an end to uncertainty, and an 
even greater recognition of the 
need to strengthen the 
competitiveness of the sugar 
beet and sugar cane at the farm 
level,” Hart declared.
